This Book “SALLOO-ALAIHEY-WA-SALLEMOO 
TASLEEMA” is not compiled for any academic reason or 
research related purpose as would be obvious from the 
contents whieh it comprises. The book primarily aims at 
propagating world wide Darood-o-Salaam, namely the 
benedictions, salutations and greetings on our beloved 
Master the last Messenger of Allah Hazrat Muhammad 
Mustafa (Sail AllahuAleiheyWasallam). It constitutes on our 
part a humble endeavor to prepare a compendium of a variety 
of Darood-e-Pak eollected by different saints from time to 
time. My aim and objective behind the Compilation is to put 
them together in a single volume so as to make it handy for 
those who intend to send the Darood in their daily routine and 
practice, motivated with desire to keep sending frequently 
different versions of Darood-e-Pak out of utmost love and 
reverence for the Holy Prophet (Sail Allahu Aleihey 
Wasallam). The sending of Darood has been specifically 
made obligatory not only for the Muslim community as a 
whole but for the angels also who are without any stigma of 
sin. They keep sending Darood-e-Pak ceaselessly in 
obedienee to the divine conunandment the Holy Quran's 
injunction in this behalf has made it binding on all the 
Muslims to carry on the frequent practice of sending Darood- 
e-Pak notwithstanding the fact that neither Allah Almighty 
nor His Messenger stand in any need of Darood. On the 
contrary the benefits of Darood accrue to us, the Muslim 
commupity^^s a Vkfiole from this and its reward will ensure 
from.it b(^ in^iiv^brld and in the Hereafter bringing us in 
close proximity,y^^/the\Mercy unto world, the last and 
j^atesfrof .the phoph^fa hazrat Muhammad (Sail Allahu 
ATeihey WSs^allam)a§ weil^s the Almighty Allah Himself.

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The Holy Qur'an contains numerous Divine 
injunctions and commandments, which are given as per a 
fixed time schedule, intended to be carried out at definite 
periods of time, and environments. For example, prayer is the 
basic pillar of Islam. If anyone, embraces Islam, he shall have 
to await the advent of the appointed prayer time for offering 
his prayer. Same is the case of paying Zakat, Fasting and other 
obligatory duties prescribed by Islamic Shariah. 


Drinking wine and gambling are forbidden and 
required to be abstained by a Muslim convert the moment he 
enters the fold of Islam, but he who does not indulge in these 
evil practices, on him these Islamic injunctions do not apply. 
But there is a Divine commandment, the fulfillment of which 
becomes effective, the moment it reaches him. That 
commandment is Salloo Alaihey Wasallemoo 

Tasleema. The command of sending of Darood-e-Pak 
becomes applicable on new convert immediately after his 
embracing Islam. 

As soon as the believers' ear hears that Divine 
commandment, they are bound to send greetings and 
salutation with the pronouncement of As-Salato-Wassalam- 
o-Alaika Ya Rasool-A 1 lah, As-Salato Wassalamo Alaika Ya 
Habeeb-Allah.

Evidently every divine commandment is to be carried 
out within a set time frame. But the only exception is the 
Divine commandment the sending of Darood-o-Salaam 
which becomes operative as soon as he hears the Divine 
commandment. From this one can gauge the significance of 
this Divine commandment which reflects the highly extolled 
position and status of the Holy Prophet Hazrat Muhammad 







(Sail Allaho Aleihey Wasallam) in the eye of our Lord Allah. 
In the ‘Kalima/ Tayyaba ’ the names of Allah and Muhammad 
are inseparable. 

There is no deity but Allah; Muhammad (SallAllahu 
Aleihey Wasallam) is the apostle of Allah. There is no 
conjunction of “And” in between them and if anyone dare put 
this and create alienation between them, his very faith will be 
jeopardized. Allah Almighty has given good tidings that he 
who send Darood on His beloved Prophet Hazrat Muhammad 
(Sail Allaho Aleihey Wasallam) will have ten sins forgiven, 
ten virtues entered in his register of deeds and his grade 
enhanced by ten degrees. Obviously the sending of Darood-e- 
Pak entails manifold reward and recompense. Let us see what 
one gets in reward for sending Salam (salutation) on the 
Messenger of Allah. When one offers Salam he gets in 
recompense the answer ‘ Wa-Alaikum-us-Salam ya Ummati’. 
The greeting is returned by the Holy Prophet (Sail Allaho 
Aleihey Wasallam) himself to his followers. This is a great 
reward for the Ummati (Followers). 

There is a tradition in Sahih Muslim where this saying 
is attributed to the Holy Prophet (Sail Allaho Aleihey 
Wasallam) that when some one among my followers offers 
me Darood-o-Salam' I give him the answer forthwith by 
returning the Salam. This shows the degree of attachment, 
enjoyed by the follower with his beloved Prophet (Sail Allaho 
Aleihey Wasallam). 

With the arrival of the month of Rabi-ul-Awwal the 
people start holding assemblies for recitation of Darood-o- 
Salaam so as to show their sentiments of love and reverence 
of their beloved prophet (Sail Allaho Aleihey Wasallam). This 
is the way by which the weakened link can be re-strengthened 
and the gap bridged between the lover and the beloved. These 
assemblies are arranged with full decorum by those whose 
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hearts vibrate with the love of the Rauf-ur-Raheem Holy 
Prophet (Sail Allaho Aleihey Wasallam). 

Allah has ordained no commandments in the 
fulfillment of which He is Himself a party. The examples of 
prayer, fasting, zakat and hajj, the basic pillars of Islam can be 
cited in this regard. Allah is far above all these acts of worship 
which He demands from His servants and they have been 
ordained by the Holy Prophet (Sail Allaho Aleihey Wasallam) 
as fundamental ingredients of Islam which also constitute the 
sunnah of the Holy Prophet Hazrat Muhammad (Sail Allaho 
Aleihey Wasallam) notwithstanding the fact that they have 
been divided into different grades of ‘faraiz’ sunan and 
nawafil. Of all these acts none is performed by Allah as He is 
above all of these acts of Ibadah. But the only exception is 
Darood of which Allah Himself partakes and on that account 
it has become the sunnah of Almighty Allah Himself. As He 
is supreme, this act of His sending Darood is also supreme 
and by all accounts its status is exceedingly high. Because of 
Darood the reader is accredited with ten virtues and ten grades 
are awarded to him additionally. The pronouncement of 
Darood-e-Pak is acceptable even without prayers and even in 
prayer its acceptance is made certain without question; it is 
rather an established fact that Darood's acceptance is taken 
for granted whereas the acceptance of other acts of worship 
like praying, fasting, zakat and hajj all depends upon the 
sweet will and pleasure of Allah. It is up to Him to accept or 
reject any act of worship. But the joining of these acts of 
worship with Darood-e-Pak, makes their acceptance certain 
because Allah while accepting Darood, puts seal of 
acceptance on the acts of worship, performed by the sender of 
Darood, because of His unquestioned clemency and mercy 
which known no limits whatsoever. 

Here the question arises as whether the prayer without 
Darood-e-Pak is acceptable in the sight of Allah. The salat 
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(prayer) is worship unto Allah in its entirety and it is a means 
to submit to His greatness as well as to shower praises on Him 
by extolling His attributes and establishing close proximity 
with His being. It is stated in the Holy Qur'an:

Those who deny ALLAH and His apostles and (those 
who) wish to separate Allah from His apostles 
saying "We believe in some but reject others. ’’And 
(those who,) wish to take a course midway. They are 
in truth (equally) unbelievers. And we have 
preparedfor unbelievers a humiliating punishment. 

(an-Nisa, 4. 150-151) 


These verses signify that alienation of Allah from His 
Messenger is tantamount to “Kufr” (unbelief) and it is 
imperative for 'Iman” (faith) to believe in Allah and His 
apostles without making any distinction or discrimination. 


It is again stated in sura An-Nisa:

He who obeys the apostle obeys Allah but if any turn 
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away We have not sent thee as an apostle to 
(instruct) mankind and enough is Allah for a 
witness. 


(an-Nisa, 4.80) 

Here again submission to Allah in obedience has been 
termed as submission to His apostle in obedience. Similarly 
reposing faith and belief in His beloved Messenger (Sail 
Allahu Aleihey Wasallam) and showering love and respect on 
him and Allah enjoy parity positively. There is no dichotomy 
between these two entities in spite of being physically 
separate from each other. The act of sending Darood by Allah 
is indicative of lack of duality or dichotomy. The Ayah 
WARAFA 'NA LAKA ZIKRAK (and we raised high the 
esteem in which you are held) is daily pronounced loudly in 
azaan (call to prayer) from minarets of all mosques 
throughout the world. The pronouncement of Darood is 
simultaneously going on with the pronouncement of Prophet 
hood day and night. 

Allah Almighty focuses our attention on this aspect 
perpetually as regards strengthening of link with the Holy 
Prophet Hazrat Muhammad (Sail Allahu Aleihey 
Wasallam)which causes our link with Allah to be 
strengthened all the more and for this Darood plays a pivotal 
role increasingly. In order to achieve this state it is imperative 
that we must attain such a degree of perfection that in requital 
the reply of Salaam may come from the Holy Prophet (Hazrat 
Muhammad (Sail Allahu Aleihey Wasallam) himself There 
were in actuality such devotes of Allah's Messenger (Sail 
Allahu Aleihey Wasallam) as were requited with Salaam by 
him time and again and this requital of Salaam was heard by 
them. No period is devoid of such spiritual personalities and 
even in present age such distinguished saintly persons are 
present as are rewarded with requited Salaam by the Prophet 
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Hazrat Muhammad (Sail Allahu Aleihey Wasallam). 

Salaam paves the way for forging strong link with the 
Holy Prophet Hazrat Muhammad (Sail Allahu Aleihey 
Wasallam) and making the acquaintance more intimate with 
him. If the process of greeting in Salam is continued it 
reinforces the intimacy persistently and develops relationship 
with him on permanent basis. This practice holds for the 
generality of common people and as regards our beloved 
prophet Hazrat Muhammad (Sail Allahu Aleihey Wasallam) 
he recognizes his every Ummati (adherent) fully and if he 
offers his greetings by way of Salaam, it is requited readily 
and the continuing process of Salaam establishes an ever¬ 
lasting relation with the Holy Prophet (Sail Allahu Aleihey 
Wasallam). 

If this relationship is translated into a living reality, 
the Holy Prophet (Sail Allahu Aleihey Wasallam) will not 
only become cognizant of his Ummati but will also bless him 
with his sight in the dark interior of the grave, when the 
nakirain (the angels who interrogate the dead) put the 
question to the deceased as what is his or her belief with 
regard to this personality (whose face profile will be shown to 
him//her when interrogating). The Karim Aaqa & kind 
merciful Prophet Hazoor Nabi-e-Kareem (Sail Allahu 
Aleihey Wasallam) will answer on behalf of the person that 
he/she is his Ummati. In this hour of trial his timely blessing 
will prove a great boon. Allah Almighty has showered His 
blessings on mankind which are not countable. Of all these 
Iman (faith) transcends all the blessings put together. 

The favours done to us by our master Hazrat 
Muhammad Mustafa (Sail Allahu Aleihey Wasallam) know 
no bounds He has not only made us Ummati by pronouncing 
Kalimah Tayyaba but also upgraded our status over all other 
adherents belonging to other faiths. Our master the chief of all 
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Messengers and mercy unto world Hazrat Muhammad (Sail 
Allahu Aleihey Wasallam) is the greatest benefactor of all 
mankind His favours and beneficenses know no bound and 
we cannot compensate for any of his favours and acts of 
beneficence. The only thing we can do as recompense is by 
offering Darood and Salam to his person (Sail Allahu Aleihey 
Wasallam) for he not only made us his devoted Ummati but 
assured divine forgiveness for us by standing up throughout 
night crying and bewailing so much so that his feet would get 
swollen. The offering of Darood and Salam is the fulfilment 
of divine commandment an act in which our Lord (Allah) is 
Himself co-sharer and this process which began with the 
dawn of creation is underway and it will never cease till the 
end of time. Our beloved Master's (Sail Allahu Aleihy 
Wasallam) Nabuwwah (Prophethood) dates back to period 
when nothing was created as is evident from a hadith narrated 
by Hadrat Abu Huraira (Razi Allah Anhu).

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The objective behind sending Darood-e-Pak on 
Hadrat Muhammad (Sail Allahu Aleihey Wasallam) is to 
praise and enlogize him exceedingly as well as to elevate and 
perpetuate his remembrance. Allah's blessings, mercies and 
high honours are bestowed upon him without end and this 
chain which started from the first day of creation will 
continue till eternity. Allah Almighty states in surah al- 
Maidah: 


‘’our ^‘^ ji 

There hath come to you from Allah a (noor) light and 
a perspicuous Book. 

(Al-Maidah, 5:15) 


A large number of commentators have interpreted the 
light as Holy Prophet Hazrat Muhammad (Sail Allahu 
Aleihey Wasallam). 'Tafsir Jalalain', 'Tafsir Khazan', 'Tafsir 
Baizawi', 'Tafsir Madarak', 'Ruh-ulBian', 'Tafsir Ibn-e-Abbas' 
can be quoted for reference. 

Is'nt it remarkable that Allah Himself has likened His 
beloved to light in metaphoric language? The Holy Prophet 
Hazrat Muhammad (Sail Allahu Aleihey Wasallam) is source 
of light which spread all over the world, dissipating the 
darkness from all comers of the globe. His coming into the 
world caused the forces of righteousness to prevail and kindle 
the hearts with the beam of divine light. The book referred to 
in the Ayah is the Holy Qur'an in which the laws of shariah and 
divine commandments have been spelt out providing 
guideline's to the people by and large. 

Hadrat Jaabar (Razi Allah Anhu) narrates that he 
asked the Prophet of Allah (Sail Allahu Aleihey Wasallam) as 
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what was the first creation of Allah Almighty. Replying to this 
question he (Prophet Sail Allahu Aleihey Wasallam) said; “O, 
Jaabar! First of all your Lord created the light of your Prophet 
(Sail Allahu Aleihey Wasallam) from His own light.” This 
hadith is reported by Imam Behaqi in 'Dalail-un-Nubuwah', 
Imam Qastalani in 'Mawahab-ul-Laduniyah' and Imam 
Zarqani in 'Madaraj-un-Nubuwwah'. 

As a matter of fact if something is created in advance 
it is made use of to fashion other things and substances and if 
matter is non-existant the creation of other things becomes 
impossible. Although Allah is All-Powerfiil and Omnipotent 
and nothing is impossible for Him, He has made this His 
sunnah to do so. Allah created clay, water, air etc and He 
created Adam (Aleihey Salam) out of clay and water. But at 
the time of creation of Hazrat Muhammad (Sail Allahu 
Aleihey Wasallam) although the city of Makkah is the birth 
place of Hadrat Muhammad Mustafa (Sail Allahu Aleihey 
Wasallam) his existence proved the greatest blessing and 
source of benefaction for the whole world and the entire 
mankind is his beneficiary. 

Hazrat Abu Huraira (Razi Allah Anhu) narrated the 
saying of the Holy Prophet (Sail Allahu Aleihey Wasallam) 
that all creatures of the universe owe their birth and existence 
to my light and my existence and creation is indebted to the 
light of Allah.

Wasallam) 

Another hadith narrated by Hadrat Abu Huraira (Razi 
Allah Anhu) says that the Holy Prophet (Sail Allahu Aleihey 
Wasallam) once asked the angel Gabriel (Alleihey-es- 
Salaam) about his age to which he replied: “O Prophet of 
Allah, on the forth 'Hijab-e-Arsh a light, emitting star would 
make its appearance after every 70,000 years and I saw that 










star 72,000 times.” The Holy Prophet (Sail Allahu Aleihey 
Wasallam) said- “O Gabriel! By my Lord that light-emitting 
star was myself.”

Allah Almighty alone can portray his noble 
qualities. Hazrat Allama Manadi (Rehmat Ullah Aleih) says 
that even one is bound to believe that the Holy body of the 
Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) 
attains such beautiful qualities which can not be possessed by 
anyone else. (Shaim-al-Habib) 

Allah Almighty has created the Noor (light) of the 
Holy Prophet Hazrat Muhammad (Sail Allahu Aleihay 
Wasalam) from His Noor (or from the good influence of His 
Noor). And after the Oneness and magnificence of Allah 
Almighty, the highest qualities which could be given to any 
human being, all these are rewarded to the Holy Prophet 
(Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam). The all 
good qualities were granted the Holy body of the Prophet 
(Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) and made 
the complete phenomenon of His beauty. Thus, the Holy 
Prophet, Syed-ul-Mursaleen Hazrat Muhammad (Sail Allahu 
Aleihay Wasalam) was created with the whole perfection and 
good qualities. The Syed-ul-beings, the pride of Adam and 
bani Adam, Hazoor Kind Prophet, Hazrat Muhammad (Sail 
Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) said,

After thinking the portray of such a beautiful and 
gracious personality is not only difficult but totally 
impossible. But, what is narrated by the Companions of the 
Holy Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay 
Wasalam) about his beauty is being mentioned here. The 
excellences of the Holy Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail 
Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) are briefly narrated through Hadith 
Mubarka. 


SAYINGS: (Ahadith) 

1. Hazrat Ali Radiyallahu Anhu described the noble 
feature of Rasulullah Salallahu Alayhi Wasallam, he used to 
say: “Apostle of Allah (Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam ) was 
neither very tall nor short but of a medium stature among 
people. His hair was neither very curly nor very straight, but 
had a slight wave in it. He did not have a big body, nor a round 
face, but his “mubaarak” (Holy) face was slightly round. The 
complexion of Rasulullah Sail Allahu Alayhi Wasallam was 
white with redness, in it. The mubaarak eyes nor were 
extremely black. His eyes lashes were long. The joint of the 
body were big/thick, likewise the portion between the two 
shoulders was broad and fully fleshed. He had a thin line of 
hair running from the chest to the navel. The hands and feet 
were fully fleshed. When he walks, he lifted his legs with 
vigour, as if he was descending a low lying place. When he 
addressed a person he turned his whole body towards that 
person. The seal of Prophet-hood was situated between his 
shoulders. He was the last of all prophets. He was the most 
generous and the most truthful. He was the most kind-

hearted and came from a most noble family. Any person who 
saw him suddenly would become awe-inspired due to 
physical beauty and ro'b(awe). Anyone who came in close 
control with him, was smitten with the love of his excellent 
attributes and can only say: I have not seen anyone like 
Rasulullah Salallahu Alayhi Wasallam, neither before nor 
after him”. (Shamaa-il-Tirmadhi) 

2. Imam Muslim narrated that Hazrat Baraa Bin Azib 
Radiy Allahu Anhu reports: “I have never seen 
someone with long hair and in red clothing more 
handsome than Rasulullah Salallahu Alayhi 
Wasallam. His hair reached his shoulders”. 
(Shamaa-il-Tirmadhi) 

3. Hazrat Ka'b bin Malik (Radiy Allah Anhu) said, 
“When I greeted Allah's Apostle Hazrat Muhammad 
Sail Allahu Alayhi Wasallam whose (Holy) face was 
glittering with happiness, for whenever Allah's 
Apostle Hazrat Muhammad (Sail Allahu Aleihay 
Wasalam) was happy, his (Holy face) used to glitter, 
as if it was a more beautiful then moon and we used to 
recognize it”. (Bukhari and Muslim) 

4. Hazrat Anas Radiy Allah Anhu narrated, “The 
Apostle of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah be 
upon him) had bright complexion, as his perspiration 
as pearl, wih gold shine. V^en he walked, he stepped 
firm. I have never touched silk or “Dibaj” softer than 
the palm of the Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail 
Allahu Aleihy Wasallam) nor have I smelt any musk 
or ambergris more fragrant than the sweat of the 
Prophet” (Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) 
(Bukhari and Muslim) 

5. Hazrat Aisha Siddiqa Radiy Allahu Anha narrated, 
“The Prophet Sail Allahu Alayhi Wasallam, did not go 
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on talking rapidly and continuously as you do. He 
used to talk so clearly (spaced out of His each words) 
that if somebody wanted to count the number of his 
words, he could do so”. (Bukhari and Muslim) 

6. Hazrat Aisha Siddiqa Radiy Allahu Anha said: “She 
never saw the Prophet Sail Allahu Alayhi Wasallam 
laughing to immoderately that she could see his 
Uvula, for he used only to smile”. (Bukhari) 

7. Hazrat Anas Radiy Allahu Anhu told that when 
Allah's Messenger (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu 
Aleihy Wasallam) shook hand with a man he did not 
withdraw his hand till the other did so. He did not turn 
his face away till the other did so, and he was not seen 
to put forward his knees in front of one with when he 
was sitting. (Tirmadi) 

8. Hazrat Anas Radiyallahu Anhu said: “Allah's 
Messenger-Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Alayhi 
Wasallam was the best of men, the most generous of 
men, the bravest of men. One night when the people of 
Madina were startled and went in the direction of the 
sound, they were met by the Prophet (Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihy Wasallam) who had 
gone in the direction of the sound before them, and he 
was saying, “You have nothing to fear, you have 
nothing to fear. He was on a bare-backed horse with 
no saddle and had a sword slung on his neck. He said, 
“it could run like a great river” (Bukhari and Muslim) 

9. Hazrat Jabir Radiy Allahu Anhu narrated: “When 
Allah's Apostle Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu 
Alayhi Wasallam was asked for anything, he never 
said. No”. (Bukhari and Muslim) 

10. Hazrat Jabir bin Samra Radiyallahu Anhu narrated: “I 
prayed once first prayer along with Allah's 
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Messenger, (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihy 
Wasallam) then he went out to his family and I went 
out with him. Some children met him and he began to 
stroke the cheeks of each of them, one after the other. 
He stroke also my cheeks, and I felt a coolness and or a 
fragrance in his hands as though he had brought it out 
of a scent-bag”. (Muslim) 

11. Hazrat Abbas Radiy Allahu Anhu told that once he 

came to the Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu 
Aleihy Wasallam) who seemed to have heard 
something non sense from the non-muslim and so 
mounted the pulpit and asked, “who am I?” On being 
told that he is Allah's Messenger, he said, “I am 
Muhammad, son of Abdullah, son of Abdul Mutalib. 
Allah created all creatures and placed me among the 
best of them. Then put them in two sections and 
placed me in the best section. Then made them into 
tribes an placed me in the best tribe (Quresh). Then 
made them into families and placed me into the best 
family and I am inherently the best of them and came 
ofthe best family”. (Tirmadi) 

12. Hazrat Anas Radiy Allahu Anhu said: “I served the 
Prophet Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Alayhi 
Wasallam for ten years and he never said to me (ooff) 
Sham! Or why did you do such and such or why did 
you not do such and such”. (Bukhari and Muslim) 

13. Hazrat Abu Huraira Radiy Allahu Anhu told that 
when Allah's Apostle Hazrat Muhammad Salallahu 
Alayhi Wasallam was asked to invoke curse on the 
polytheists he replied, “I was not sent as one given to 
cursing. I was sent only as mercy”. (Muslim) 

14. Hazrat Rabia-bin-Ka'ab Radi Allah Anhu reported, I 
used to (spend night) be with the Holy prophet Sail 
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Allahu Aleihy Wasallam. The Prophet (Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihy Wasallam) awaked at 
night and I Provided for him ablution water and his 
necessities. He said, seek. I said Lord, I seek your 
company in paradise. He said, or any thing besides 
that 1 said, only that. He said. Help me yourself with 
excessive prostrations. 

15. Hazrat Abu Huraira Radiy Allahu Anhu narrated; 

Allah's Apostle (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu 
Aleihy Wasallam) said, “My similitude in comparison 
with the other who has built a house nicely and 
beautifully, except for a place of one brick in a comer. 
The people go about and wonder at its beauty, but say, 
'would that this brick be up in its place'. “So I am that 
brick and I am the last of the Prophet”. (Bukhari) 

16. Hazrat Abu Huraira Radiy Allahu Anhu told that 

when Allah's Messenger (Sail Allahu Aleihay 
Wasalam) was asked, when the office of Prophet had 
been established for him, he replied, “When Adam 
had not yet had his spirit joined to his body”. (Also at 
that time I was the Prophet). (Tirmadi) 

17. Hazrat Jabar bin Abdullah Ansari Radiy Allahu Anhu 
narrated, Allah's Messenger (Hazrat Muhammad Sail 
Allahu Aleihy Wasallam) said, “Name yourselves 
after me, but do no call yourselves by my nickname, 
for I have been appointed as the only gifted distributor 
(Qasim) of Allah’s to distribute thing among you. 
(Bukhari) 

18. Hazrat Uqba bin Amir Radiy Allahu Anhu narrated: 
The Prophet Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Alayhi 
Wasallam once came out and offered a funeral prayer 
for the martyrs of Uhud and proceeded to the pulpit 
and said, “I shall be your predecessor and witness on 
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you (and know all your where abouts), and I am really 
looking at my sacred Fount (Hoze-Kausar) now and 
no doubt, I have been given the keys of the treasures 
of all the world. By Allah, I am not afraid that you 
will worship others along Allah, but I fear that you 
will re greedy fight one another for worldly fortunes”. 

(Bukhari and Muslim) 

19. Hazrat Amr bin Akhtab Ansari Radiy Allahu Anhu 
said: “One day Allah's Messenger Hazrat Muhammad 
Salallahu Alayhi Wasallam led us in the dawn prayer, 
and mounting the pulpit addressed us till the time for 
the noon prayer time came. He then descended and 
prayed, after which he again mounted the pulpit and 
addressed us till for the afternoon prayer time came. 
He then descended and prayed, after which he again 
mounted the pulpit and addressed till the sun set. He 
informed us of what is to happen up to the day of 
resurrection and the one of us who knows most is the 
one who committed most to memory”. (Muslim) 

21. Hazrat Abu Huraira Radiy Allahu Anhu reported 
Allah's Apostle Hazrat Muhammad (Sail Allahu 
Aleihay Wasalam) as saying: “I have been 
commissioned with words which are concise but 
comprehensive in meaning. I have been helped by 
terror “ro’b” (in the hearts of enemies) and while I was 
sleeping (in dreams) I was myself being brought the 
keys of the treasures of the earth which were placed in 
my hands”. (Bukhari and Muslim) 

22. Hazrat Anas (Radiy Allah Anhu) reported that he 
heard Apostle of Allah Hazrat Muhammad Sail 
Allahu Aleihy Wasallam saying: “Complete your 
bowing and prostration and in whose hand is my life 
(Almighty Allah) verily I see you from my back as I 
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see you from my front. (Bukhari) 

23. Hazrat Omar (Radiy Allah Anhu) reported that the 

Apostle of Allah Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu 
Alaihey Wasallam took a stand among us and 
informed us of the beginning of creation, till the 
inmates of Paradise entered their abodes and the 
inmates of the fire there abodes. Whoso committed to 
memory remembered it and whoso did not commit 
forgot it. (Bukhari) 

24. Hazrat Abu Huraira Radiy Allahu Anhu reported: “1 

have seen nothing more beautiful than the Apostle of 
Allah, Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Alaihey 
Wasallam as if the sun was shining on his face, and I 
have seen nobody quicker in his walk than the 
Messenger of Allah, (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu 
Aleihy Wasallam) as if the earth was scrolled up for 
him. We certainly exert ourselves (for provisions), 
but he was without anxiety”. (Tirmady) 

25. Hazrat Abdullah Ibn Abbas Radiy Allah anhu told that 
when some of the companions of Allah's Messenger 
Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Alayhi Wasallam 
were sitting he came out, and when he came near 
them, he heard them discussing. One of them said, it 
is very strange that Allah had taken Abraham as a 
friend. Another said. He spoke direct to Moses. 
Another said, Jesus is Allah's word and spirit. 
Another said Allah chose Adam. Allah's Messenger 
Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Alayhi Wasallam then 
came out to them and said, “I have heard what you 
said, and your wonder that Abraham was Allah's 
friend, as indeed he was, that Moses was Allah's 
confidant, and indeed he was, and that Adam was 
chosen by Allah, indeed he was. 1 am the one whom 











Allah loves “Habib” and this is no boast. On the Day 
of Resurrection I shall be the bearer of the banner of 
praise “LIWA AL HAMD” under which will be the 
Adam and the all others and this is no boast. I shall be 
the first intercessor and the first whose intercession is 
accepted on the day of resurrection, and this is no 
boast. I shall be the first to rattle the knocker of 
Paradise, and Allah will open for me only and bring 
me into it accompanied by the poor ones “Maskeen 
and among the believers, and this is no boast. I shall 
be the most honourable in Allah's estimation among 
those of earliest and latest times, and this is no boast”. 

(Tirmadi) 

26. Hazrat Abu Hurairah Radiy Allahu Anhu reported 
Allah's Apostle Hazrat Muhammad Salallahu Alayhi 
Wasallam as saying: “I have been given superiority 
over the Prophets in six respects: 

I have been given words which are concise but 
comprehensive in meaning. 

- 1 have been made helped by terror “ro’b” (in 
the heart of enemies). 

- Spoils have been made lawful to me. 

- The whole earth has been made for me a place 
of worship, and ceremonially pure. 

I have been sent to all mankind. 

- The line of Prophets is closed with me”. 

(Bukhari and Muslim) 

27. Hazrat Anas Radiy Allahu Anhu reported Allah's 
Apostle Hazrat Muhammad Salallahu Alayhi 
Wasallam as saying: “I shall be the first to come forth 
(to come out of grave) when mankind are resurrected. 
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I shall be their leader when they present themselves in 
the court of Allah, I shall be their spokesman when 
they are speechless; I shall be the one who is asked to 
intercede for them when they are restrained: I shall be 
the one who gives them good tiding when they despair 
honour and the paradise keys will on that day be in my 
hand, and the Banner of praise of Allah (LIWA AL 
AHMD) will be in my hand on that day, and I shall be 
the most honourable of the descendants of Adam in 
my Lords” estimation. A thousands servants like 
purified neat concealed eggs or scattered pearls will 
go round me”. (Timady) 

28. Hazrat Anas Radiy Allahu Anhu narrated that Allah's 

Messenger Hazrat Muhammad Sail Aallahu Alayhi 
Wasallam said: “I shall come to the gate of Paradise 
on the Day of Resurrection and ask that it be opened. 
The keeper will ask who I am, and when I tell him that 
I am MUHAMMAD, he will reply that he has been 
given orders regarding me not to open to anyone 
before me”. (Muslim) 

29. Hazrat Jubair bin Mut'im Radiy Allahu Anhu told that 
Allah's Prophet Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu 
Alayhi Wasallam said: “I have five names. 1 am 
MUHAMMAD and I am AHMED . lam AL-MAHI 
(the Obliterator) by whom Allah obliterates infidelity, 

I am AL-HASHIR (the gatheror) who will gather 
mankind at my feet, I am AL-AOIB (the last in 
succession). Al-Aqib being the one after whom there 
will be no Prophet”. (Bukhari and Muslim) 

30. Narrated Hadrat Abdullah bin Omer (Radiy Allah 
Anhu): “Allah's Messenger (Hazrat Muhammad Sail 
Allahu Aleihy Wasallam) forbade Siam-ul-Wisal. 
The companions said, but you practise Al-Wisal, O' 














Allah's Messenger! The Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad 
Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) replied, I am not 
similar to you. 1 am given food and drink . (by 
Almighty Allah’s). 

Narrated Hadrat Anas (Radiy Allah Anhu): Allah s 
Messenger (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay 
Wasalam) said, “I am not similar to any one of you”. 

- Hadrat Abu Saeed (Radiy Allah Anhu) narrated: 
Allah's Messenger (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu 
Aleihay Wasalam) “ I am given food and drink during 
night by my Lord Allah”. 

- Narrated Hadrat Abu Huraira Radi Allah Anhu 
Allah’s Messenger Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu 
Alleihy Wasallam said “1 Spend night in such a way 
that I am given food & drink by my Lord Allah”. 

31. Hazrat Sahl bin Sa'd As-Sa'aidi (Radiy Allah Anhu) 
narrated; Allah's Messenger (Hazrat Muhammad Sail 
Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) went to establish peace 
among Bani Amir bin Auf. In the meantime, the time 
of prayer was due and the Mu'adhalin said to Hazrat 
Abu Bakr, (Radiy Allah Anhu) Will you lead the 
prayer, so that I may pronounce the Iqama?” Hazrat 
Abu Bakr (Radiy Allah Anhu) said, “Yes” and led the 
prayer. The Holy Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail 
Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) came mean while the 
people were still praying and he entered the rows of 
the praying people till he stood in the first row. The 
people clapped their hands. Hazrat Abu-Bakr (Radi 
Allah Anhu) never glanced sideways in his prayer, but 
when the people continued clapping Hazrat Abu-Bakr 
(Radiy Allah Anhu) looked and saw Allah's 
Messenger (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihy 
Wasallam). He wanted to move back but Allah's 
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Messenger (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay 
Wasalam) pointed him to stay at his place. Hazrat 
Abu-Bakr (Radiy Allah Anhu) raised his hands and 
thanked Allah for that order of Allah's Messenger 
(Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam), and then he came 
back to the first row Allah's Messenger (Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) moved 
forward and led the prayer. When Allah's Prophet 
(Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihy Wasallam) 
finished the prayer, he said, “ Abu Bakr! what 
prevented you from staying at your place (as imam) 
when I ordered you to be there?” Abu-Bala replied, 
“How can Ibn-eAbu Kahafa (Abu Bakr) dare to lead 
the Salat in the presence of Allah's Messenger (Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihy Wasallam)?”. Then 
Allah's Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu 
Aleihy Wasallam) said, “Why did you clapped so 
much?”. If something happens to anyone during his 
Salat, he should say “Subhan-Allah”. If he says so 
Imam will be attentive and clapping is for women”. 

(Bukhari) 

32. Hazrat Anas (Radiy Allah Anhu) narrated: “Hazrat 
Abu Bakr (Radiy Allah Anhu) used to lead the people 
in prayer during the fatal illness of the Prophet 
(Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) 
till it was Monday. When people were in rows and 
praying, the Holy Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail 
Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) lifted the curtain of his 
house and looked at us, while he was standing there. 
His face was glittering like a page of the Qura'an and 
he smiled cheerfully. We were about to be put to trial 
for the pleasure of seeing the Prophet (Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam). Hazrat 
Abu Bakr (Radiy Allah Anhu) tried to move back to 
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join the first row as he thought that the Holy Prophet 
(Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) 
would lead the prayer. But the Holy Prophet (Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihy Wasallam) pointed as 
to complete the prayer and he let the curtain fall. On 
the same day he passes away”. (Bukhari) 

3 3. Hazrat Anas (Radiy Allah Anhu) narrated; One day in 
the afternoon the Holy Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad 
Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) came and led us the 
Zuhur Prayer. Then after he finished his prayer he sat 
on the pulpit and told us about the Hour and said, 
'before that time many things will happen. Then the 
Holy Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu 
Aleihay Wasalam) said, “Ask any question if anyone 
of you want to ask. Swear on Allah, I will answer 
whatever questions you may ask till I am standing 
here. One man stood up and asked, what is my 
place?” The Holy Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail 
Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) said-in the Hell. Then 
Hazrat Abdullah bin Huzaifa (Radi Allah Anhu) 
asked, “Who is my father?” The Prophet (Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) replied, 
“Your father is Huzaifa”. Hazrat abu Moosa Ashary 
Narrated that then another man stood up and asked, 
“Who is my father?” The Holy Prophet (Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihy Wasallam) replied, 
“Your father is Salim, the freed slave of Shaeba”. 
Hazrat Anas narrated, “Then the Holy Prophet 
(Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) 
said again and again, “Ask any question?” People 
satrted weeping by the way of asking of the Allah’s 
Prophet Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allaho Aleihy 
Wasallam And then Hazrat Umer (Radi Allah Anhu) 
got up and said, by standing on knees before the 
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Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay 
Wasalam).

“We accept Allah as our Lord and Islam as our 
religion and Muhammad (Hazrat Muhammad Sail 
Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) as our Messenger”.

In a narration it is also said, “that Hazrat Umer 
got angry with the people and he also said, “Ya 
Rasoolullah Sail Allahu Alleihy Wasallam we seek 
refuge with Allah from the Al-Fitna (Trial and 
affections)”. Allah's Messenger (Hazrat Muhammad 
Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) said: “While I was 
praying. Paradise and Hell-Fire were displayed in 
front of me, till I saw them just beyond this”. 

(Bukhari & Muslim) 

34. Hazrat Aisha Siddiqa Radiy Allahu Anha told: “I 
heard Allah's Messenger Salallahu Alayhi Wasallam 
said, “No Prophet becomes ill without being given his 
choice between this world and the next”. When death 
approached to our Lord (Hazrat Muhammad Sail 
Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) and when he felt something 
in his throat 1 heard him saying, 
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She also narrated this was what he had been talking to 
them about when he was well and said that a Prophet 
is not taken before being shown his resting-place in 
Paradise, and being given his choice, (to choose this 
world or the next). When Allah's Messenger Salallahu 
Alayhi Wasallam became ill and when death 
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approached him, his head was on my thigh. Then he 
came round he stared at the ceiling and said, “ O'Allah 
(put me among) the highest companions

She said, that means he is not choosing us, and this is 
what he had been talking to as about when he was 
well. (Bukhari and Muslim) 

35. Hazrat Anas Radiy Allahu Anhu told that Allah's 

ApostleMuhammad Salallahu Alayhi Wasallam used 
to visit Umm Salima and have a siesta (rest) in her 
house (even in her absence). One day the Prophet 
Salallahu Alayhi Wasallam come as usual and took 
rest in their house on a bed. She came and saw the 
Prophet Sallala Allahu Alaihay Wasallam perspired 
profusely and she started to collect his sweat and put it 
in a perfUme-box. The Holy Prophet Salallahu Alayhi 
Wasallam awaked and asked, “What is this Umm- 
Salima?” and she replied, “We wish its blessings for 
our children”. He (Sail Allahu Aleihey Wasallam) 
said, “you are right”. (Muslim) 

36. Narrated Hazrat Anas (Radiy Allah Anhu): I myself 
saw, when the Holy Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail 
Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) used to get his hair cut from 
hair-cutter (Barber), the companions encircle him in 
such a way that they do not allow even a single hair to 
fall. They take the hair in there hands. Anas (Radiy 
Allah Anhu) also narrated that when Allah's 
Messenger (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay 
Wasalam) got his head shaved, Abu Talha (Radiy 
Allah Anhu) was the first to take some of his hair. 
(Bukhari and Muslim) 

37. Hazrat Abu Juhaifa (Radiy Allah Anhu) narrated: “I 
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saw the Holy Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu 
Aleihay Wasalam) in a red Leather “Qubba” (cloth) 
and saw Hazrat Bilal (Radiy Allah Anhu) standing 
with the used water of my lord Muhammad (Sail 
Allahu Aleihey Wasallam) ablution. People are trying 
to get that water thus whosoever got the used water of 
the Holy Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu 
Aleihay Wasalam), he started smearing his body with 
it. Who could not get it he touched his hand with the 
other companions” wet hand to take even moisture. 
Hazrat Abu Musa Ashari (Radi Allah Anhu) said: 
“Once the Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu 
Aleihay Wasalam) asked for a tumbler containing 
water. He washed his hands and face in it and also 
threw a mouthful of water in it. Then said, “You 
people drink from it and some smear on your faces 
and chests”. (Bukhari) 

38. Hazrat Ma'az bin Jabal (Radiy Allah Anhu) narrated: 
Once the Holy Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail 
Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) was late for morning 
prayer. We, the “Sahaba” (companions) waited till 
the near of the dawn. Then the Kind Prophet (Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) came out 
swiftly. Announcement of initiation of prayer was 
made and the Holy Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail 
Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) recited the prayer, shortly. 
After finishing the prayer, he invocated loudly and 
said, Keep sitting as you are in the rows, then I will let 
you know about coming late. Then the Prophet 
(Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) 
told the event. He said, in the night 1 made ablution 
and performed prayer as I could, then I slept, in the 
prayer, during the sleep (in the prayer) suddenly, I saw 
that I am present in the court of the Almighty Allah 
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and I saw my Lord, Allah Almighty is in a good 
(according to His grace) style and shape. He said, O' 
Muhammad!” I humbly said, “at thy beck and call. O' 
My Lord! I am present”. Allah Almighty said, “Look 
the angels of the Heaven. What are they talking 
about”. 1 said, “1 do not know”. This was asked three 
times”. The Holy Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail 
Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) told, “Allah Almighty put 
his mighty hand on my chest, I felt its coolness in my 
chest. Thus every thing was clearly opened to me, 
and I recognized every thing”. Hazrat Abdur- 
Rehman bin Aish (Radiy Allah Anhu) and Hazrat Ibne 
Abbas (Radi Allah Anhu) narrated that the Holy 
Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay 
Wasalam) said, “1 came to know about everything in 
the Heavens and the earth”. Then it was said. O' 
Muhammad (Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam)! “I said, 
O' My Lord 1 am present”. 1 was said, “Now tell! What 
are the angels talking about?” 1 said, they are talking 
about Kafifaaraat. It was said, “What are the 
Kaffaaraat?” I said, “Go forward for the prayers, sit 
after the prayers in the mosques and inspite of any 
difficulty to make ablution completely. Then it was 
said, What are they talking about now?” I said, “about 
high ranks in the Paradise”. It was said, “What are 
those?” I said, “give food (to the poor) and talk 
politely to the others and say prayers, when the people 
are sleeping”. Allah said, “Ask for something! “ I said 
this: 
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Then the Holy Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail 
Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) said, My this dream is true, 
learn this invocation by heart and teach and tell to the 
others”. (Tirmadi and Bukhari) 

39.Hazrat Anas Radiy Allahu Anhu narrated: “The 
people of Madina Munawara were afflicted by famine 
in the time of Allah's Messenger (Hazrat Muhammad 
Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) and when the Prophet 
was preaching on a Friday (Khutba Jumma) a 
nomadic Arab got up and said. O' Allah's Apostle Sail 
Allahu Alayhi Wasallam due to no rain the animals are 
perishing and the children are hungry and their no 
greenery so make supplication to Allah for us for 
rain”. The Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu 
Aleihay Wasalam) then raised his hands and we could 
not see a speck of clouds in the sky but I swear by him 
in whose hand my soul (Almight Allah) is that he had 
not yet lowered his hands before the clouds were 
appearing like mountains and before he descended 
from his pulpit, I saw the rain coming down on his 
beard. We came out from there and reached our homes 
quite wetted. We had rain that day, the next day, the 
following day and on till the next Friday. Then during 
the “Khutba” of Friday prayer that nomadic Arab or 
someone else got up and said. O' Messenger of Allah! 
(Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) 
the buildings are being broken down and, animals are 
being drowned and there is no way in the streets, so 
make supplication to Allah for us', to stop this rain 
The Prophet Sail Allahu Alayhi Wasallam smiled, 
then raised his hand and said. O' Allah keep these 
clouds around about us, but not on us”. Then it 
stopped raining and the cloud dispersed and went 
around Madina, and we went out walking in the sun”.

In another narration it is said that the clouds dispersed 
and went on towards the side the Prophet pointed with 
his finger and at last it rained around Madina and the 
river of “Qanaaf ’ remained flowing for one month”. 
(Bukhari) 

40. Hazrat Salim bin Abi Aj jad (Radi Allah Anhu) 
narrated that Hazrat Jabir bin Abdullah Radiy Allahu 
Anhu said: “The people became very thirsty on the 
day of Al-Hudaibiya, but they found no water. A small 
pot (Chhagal) containing some water was in front of 
the Holy Prophet Sail Allahu Alayhi Wasallam, and 
when he had finished the ablution, the people rushed 
towards him to drink some water. He asked, What is 
wrong with you? They replied, “We have no water 
either for ablution or for drinking, except what is 
present infront of you. So he placed his mubarak 
(Holy) hand in that pot and the water started flowing 
among his fingers like springs. We all drank and also 
performed ablution. I asked Jabir, “How many were 
you?”. He replied. Even if we had been one hundred 
thousand, it would be sufficient for us, but we were 
fifteen hundred (in another narration, we were 
fourteen hundred) (Bukhari and Muslim) 

41. Hazrat Jabir bin Abdullah Radiy Allahu Anhu 
narrated: “And Ansari woman came to the Holy 
Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay 
Wasalam) and said. O' Allah's Apostle Sail Allahu 
Aleihay Wasallam, shall I make a pulpit for you, 
because my slave is a carpenter (The Holy Prophet 
Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam 
used to stand by a tree or a date-palm on Friday for 
Khutba). He replied, “If you wish, so she made a 
pulpit for him and when it was Friday, He proceeded 
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towards the pulpit. The date-palm started weeping 
and eried like a child. The Holy Prophet Sail Allahu 
Aleihay Wasallam descended and embraced it while it 
continued mourning like a ehild being quietened. The 
Holy Prophet Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasallam said, “It 
was erying for what it used to hear of religious 
knowledge given near to it”. (Bukhari) 

42. Hazrat Ali bin Abu Talib Radiy Allahu Anhu narrated: 
“I was with the Holy Prophet Sail Allahu Alayhi 
Wasallam in Makkah. Once we went out into one of 
its districts in the neighborhood and on the way there 
was not a mountain or tree which confronted him 
failed to say, 

“Peaee be upon you Messenger of Allah”. 

Hazrat Abu Musa Ashari Radiy Allahu Anhu narrated: 
“When Holy Prophet Sail Allahu Alayhi Wasallam 
went to Syria with his uncle Abu Talib along with 
some sheikhs of Quraish, the Christian Religious 
Teacher Buhaira took the hand of the Prophet (Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) in his 
hand and said, “This is the chief of the universe: this is 
the messenger of the Lord of the universe whom Allah 
is commissioning as a mercy to the universe”. Some 
Leaders of the Quraish asked him how he know this, 
and then he replied, “When you came over the hill not 
a single tree or a stone failed to bow in prostraion, and 
they prostrate themselves only before a Prophet”. 
(Tirmadi) 

43. Hazrat Anas bin Malik (Radiy Allah Anhu) narrated 
that a man eame to Allah's Messenger (Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) and asked, 
“When will the hour be established O' Allah's 
Messenger?”. The Holy Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad 
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Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) stood up for the prayer 
and after finishing the prayers he asked, “Where is the 
person who asked about the Hereafter?” That person 
said, “O' Messenger of Allah! (Sail Allahu Aleihey 
wasallam) here 1 am, “The Prophet (Sail Allahu 
Aleihey Wasallam) said, “What have you prepared for 
it?”. The man said, “O' Allah's Apostle! (Sail Allahu 
Aleihey Wasallam) 1 have not prepared for it much of 
Salat (prayer) and Saum (Fast) or Sadaqa (Charity), 
but i love Allah and his Messenger (Sail Allahu 
Aleihay Wasalam), “The Prophet (Sail Allahu 
Aleihay Wasalam) said, “You will be with those 
whom you love” (i.e. you will be with me in my super 
vision). (Tirmadi) 

And in some other narration Hazrat Anas (Radiy 
Allah Anhu) said, “I had never seen the Muslims to 
become happy before this, after accepting Islam, as 
they became after hearing this. (Bukhari, Tirmadi) 

44. Hazrat Abu Saeed-al-Khudri Radiy Allahu Anhu said, 
“While we were with Allah's Messenger Sail Allahu 
Aleihay Wasallam. When he was dividing portions to 
the peoples: A man of the Banu Tamim, named 
Abdullah, came to him and said, “Act equitably. 
Messenger of Allah”. He replied, “Ouf upon you! 
Who will act equitably if I do not. You will be 
disappointed and losing if I do not act equitably”. 
Hazrat Umer Radiy Allahu Anhu asked permission to 
cut off his head, but the Prophet (Sail Allahu Aleihay 
Wasalam) replied, “Leave him alone, for he has 
companions in comparison of whose prayer, the 
prayer of any of you is insignificant and of those fast 
the fast of any of you. They will flee away fi-om the 
religion just as an arrow goes through an animal 
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aimed at. While looking at its head, at its sinew, at its 
fold and at its feathers. 


45. In another narration Hazrat Abu Saeed A1 Khudri 
Radiy Allahu Anhu narrated: “A companion of the 
Holy Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu 
Aleihay Wasalam) said, “We were the most deserving 
(for this goods)”. When the Holy Prophet (Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) listened 
this, he said, “Do not you think me the trustworthy? 
Truly, I am the trustworthy of that Allah, who is in the 
Heavens. I hear the news of Heavens day and night”. 
By hearing this a person stood up. His eyes were deep 
inside and the bones of cheeks were rosed. The 
forehead was rosed and with thick beard, he had his 
head shaven. He had rosen his leg-sheet above his 
ankle. He said. O' Prophet of Allah! Fear of God!” 
They Holy Prophet (Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) 
said, “O' cursed! Am I not fear more than the every 
body living. 


Behold! Have you seen! What the dignity of my Lord! 
' His Grace and loveliness, Finess and purity. Personal 
Generosity, and kindness.

These 
are only those lovely features and expressions which 
people have seen in glimpses, and performed by the 
Holy Prophet (Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam). And 
those who have seen something of his actual were 
unable to speak. They could not be able to explain his

You have listened and read impressions and sayings 
of Almighty Allah, His angels, human beings, jinns and other 
plants and stones in the praise of our Lord Hazoor Kind 
Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) 
in these sayings all admitted the dignity and grace of the Holy 
Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam). 
As we know, the greatness of our kind Lord (Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) is very topmost 
and higher, which can neither be explained in words nor come 
into perception, by all and sundry. Abu-Jehel and Abu Lahab 
also knew this fact that he (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu 
Aleihay Wasalam) is the true Prophet and beloved of 
Almighty Allah.

Whereupon Muhammad is said to have announced, “An 
eclipse is a phenomenon of nature. It is foolish to attribute 
such things to the death or birth of a human being.” “At

1. Sending Darood-e-Pak on Hazrat Muhammad Sail 
Allahu Aleihey Wasallam is Almighty Allah's 
command. Thus the purpose of Sending Darood-e- 
Pak on Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihey 
Wasallam should be the obedience of Almighty 
Allah's order and His pleasure. 

2. The body and clothes of the person invoking Darood- 
e-Pak must be clean and pure. 

It is better to have ablution, although any one can send 
Darood-e-Pak on Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu 
Aleihey Wasallam without ablution. 

3. It is better to perform miswak or Tooth Brush to clean 
mouth. 

4. Applying perfume is better. 

5. The place where the mehflle-e-Darood-e-Pak is being 
arranged should be clean and its atmosphere should 
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also be clean, and pure Irrelevant talks should not be 
allowed. 

6. Darood-e-Pak should be Sent on Hazrat Muhammad 
Sail Allahu Aleihey Wasallam with complete 
devotion, peace of mind and intention. And the Holy 
Dome (Shrine) of the Holy Prophet (Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) should be 
in imagination. And should be desirous of seeing the 
Holy Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu 
Aleihay Wasalam). And those lucky persons who had 
the privilege of seeing the Holy Prophet (Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) in the 
dreams and had rewarded with the Kindness of the 
Lord of both worlds (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu 
Aleihay Wasalam), should take that impressive face 
to their eyes and hearts. They should send Darood-e- 
Pak in that state of exhilaration. 

7. Close your eyes at the time of sending Darood-e-Pak 
for contemplation and turn your face towards Madina 
Munawara. Try to be absorb in meditation when 
sending Darood-e-Pak, rather you feel that you are 
present in the court of Hazoor (Hazrat Muhammad 
Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam), Kind Prophet's 
company and court. 

8. Avoid fame and hypocrisy. If attending the meeting 
(Mehfile-e-Milaad) due to someone's invitation, do 
not think it obligation. Think it as your luck and keep 
in view of Almighty Allah's pleasure. 

9. Whenever hear the name of Hazoor Kind Prophet 
(Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam), 
send Darood-e-Pak, i.e. say “Sail Allahu Alayhi 
Wasallam”.

10. Darood-e-Pak can be sent aloud and silently. If 
sending aloud, it should be mild and in pleasing voice. 

11. While Sending Darood-e-Pak, above mentioned 
etiquettes could be bom in mind, because this is the 
demand of respect and politeness.

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We send this Darood-e-Pak in Salah (prayer). It bears 
the name of Hazrat Ibrahim (Aleihey Salaam) also, thus it is 
also called Darood-e-Ibrahimi. Hazrat Ibrahim (Aleihey 
Salam) is the ancestor of the Prophets. In this connection 
Hazoor! Kind Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu 
Aleihay Wasalam) named one of his son, Ibrahim. And 
during the Holy Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu 
Aleihay Wasalam) Accession Hazrat Ibrahim (Aleihey

O' Allah send greetings and salutation upon 
Muhammad (Sail Allaho Aleihey Wasallam) and upon his 
family, blessings and salutation. Salutation and greetings 
upon all the prophets and messengers and the noble slaves 
(bondsman), many (in abundance) blessings and salutation. 

O' Allah I beg by means of this Darood, O'Allah, grant 
me honour of having sight of Muhammad (Sail Allaho 
Aleihey Wasallam) in my dream who is the seal of the 
Prophets. And forgive me and my parents and my teachers 
and Muslim men and women who are alive or dead. And save 
me from your torment make your willingness obligatory for 
me. And send blessing and salutation with your great mercy, 
O' the most mercy fill. 

Darood-e-Akbar is a famous Darood invoked by 
many people. Because many beautiful qualities of Holy 
Prophet are mentioned in it. Due to its length it is also named 
as Darood-e-Akbar. He who makes practice of sending this 
Darood once daily before or after Faj'r prayer (Salatul Faj'r), 
will gain heartly link with Hazoor, Kind Prophet (Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) and Insha-Allah 
he will have the privilege of seeing the Holy Prophet (Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) in the dream. 
Darood-e-Akbar is the gift for Prophets lovers. If someone 
makes it daily practice, he will be blessed in his subsistence. 
We are absorbed in troubles and complications day and night 
(and ignoring our religion Islam, which should be our sole- 
interest), It makes our hearts rusty. To clean it, sending 
Darood-e-Akbar after I'sha prayer (Salatul Isha) makes 
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positive effects. If a person makes practice to send Darood-e- 
Akbar three times after Isha prayer, Almighty Allah will 
forgive his sins. Religious preceptors told that on Thursday if 
a person wears white clean clothes after taking bath and gets 
perfumed, then after Isha he performs two rakat Nafil at some 
clean place with quite adoration, then sends Darood-e-Akbar 
three times sincerely and full attachment, then desires for 
sight of the Holy Prophet (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu 
Aleihay Wasalam) from Allah, and sleeps at the same spot, 
and he repeats this practice eleven nights continuously, he 
will have the privilege of seeing the Holy Prophet (Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) in his dream. For 
this he should pray five times regularly. After this he should 
also make the practice to send Darood-e-Akbar after Fajr or 
Isha prayer daily. He should send it at least once daily. He 
will enrich with religious and worldly blessings and grace by 
Almighty Allah.

The Chief (Sayyed) of Arabs and 
Non Arabs, His body is extremely (holy) sacred, perfumed 
(fragrant), pure and clean, illuminous in the house and the 
Haram (sanctuaies of Makkah and Al-Madina) He is the more 
than a Sun of brightness, and full moon in the dark of night, 
the Chief occupant of the highest rank in heaven, the light of 
the straight path, the shelter of the creatures, the lamp in the 
darkness, the bearer of the excellent manners, (the bestower 
of pardon) the intercessor of Umah, Endowed (gifted) with 
generosity and favour, Allah is his Saviour (protector) and 
jibra'il (Gabriel) is his servant, and Buraq is his riding 
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(conveyance) and Mairaj is his journey and sid'rat-ul- 
muntaha (the heavenly tree beyond which none (even the 
Holy Ghost) can advance is his destination (Staying stage of 
journey) and qa'ba qausain (to come close of his Allah just 
two bow-lengths) is his desire (objective), and the desired is 
his aim and he had his aim. He is the Chief of Messenger, the 
Last of prophets (Al-Aqib), the intercessor for the sinners, the 
sympathizing towards strangers, the Mercy for the worlds, 
the relief for the lovers, the intention of the livings, the Sun of 
Allah-knowings, the lamp for the true believers, the Guide to 
the nearest to Allah, the loving to needy, poor and meek 
persons. The Chief of the Jinns and human beings Al-Nabi- 
ul-Haramain (Prophet of the Harams), the Imam (leader) of 
the both two Qibla (Bait-ul-Maqdas and Kaaba), and he is our 
mediator (supporter) in this world and Hereafter. He ( 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) is holding the 
rank of Qa'ba qausain (just two bow length close). He is the 
beloved of the Lord of the two easts and two wests. The most 
glorious grand-father of Hazrat Imam Hasan (Razi Allah 
Anhu) and Hazrat Imam Hussain (Razi Allah Anhu), and the 
Lord of all jinns and human beings i.e. Abu-ul-Qasim, 
Muhammad bin Abdullah, he (Hazrat Muhammad Sail 
Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) is one of the Noors (lights) of 
Allah. O' the ordents of beautiful light (noor) of Muhammad 
(Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam)! Send 
Salat and Salutation on him (Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) 
and on his (Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) family and on his 
Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) companions (Rizwan ullah-e-

Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) in dream he 
should send Darood-Taj 170 times on Hazrat Muhammad 
Sail Allahu Aleihey Wasallam on Friday night after Isha 
prayers. If he acts continuously for forty Fridays, Insa'Allah 
he will have the privilege of seeing the Holy Prophet (Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam). Darood-e-Taj is 
a curative against magic and evil spirit. Repeat Darood-e-Taj 
eleven times, Insha' Allah! evil spirit will be driven away. 
Repeating seven times daily after Fajr prayer as incantation 
causes increase in sustenance. Reciting of this Darood-e-Taj 
once daily will protect the person from enviers, cruel people 
and the harms of the enemies. For some days after mid-night, 
forty times sincerely sending Darood-e-Taj on Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihy Wasallam for any proper need 
is very useful. For care of diseases repeat this Darood-Taj 
eleven times, blow on water and give it to the patient for 
drinking. He will get rid of the disease (Insha Allah). To 
remove poverty and to lead a good life (economical 
prosperity) send Darood-e-Taj. Almighty Allah will favour 
His blessings and mercy.

This is a verse from the preface of Imam Muhammad 
bin Saeed Sharfudin Buseeri’s encomium on the Holy Prophet

known as Darood-e-Buseeri. This verse is the Essence of 
Qasidah Burdah Sharif, and bears many religious and worldly 
benefits. Whoever will repeat Darood-e-Buseeri daily 100 
times in the morning and 100 times in the evening, his heart 
will be filled with the love of Holy Prophet (Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) during dream and 
if he wishes with all heart to see Holy Prophet (Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam), he will Insa- 
Allah succeed. If there is some requirement, then repeat it 
1500 time after Fajr or Ish'a prayer with complete devotion 
for twenty days. Insa-Allah in sacrifice for Muhammad (Sail 
Allahu Aleihay Wasalam) the needful will be done. If one has 
some financial trouble, or he is indebt and there is no way out. 










then he should send this Darood 3125 times daily. The 
problem will be solved. For cure of diseases sending of 
Darood 17 times before and after this Qasidah will be more 
beneficial.

By sending Darood-e-Tanjeena, every difficulty is vanished. 
This is the Darood for deliverance. Hazrat Sheikh Musa 
Rehmat Ullah aleihey says that we were traveling by ship 
with a Carvan. Suddenly our ship became within the range of 
storm. It was such a severe storm that perhaps someone had 
hardly escaped from it. The ship staggered by the storm. 
Everyone was confused. The ship crew also became hopeless. 
Meanwhile 1 fell asleep. As I fell asleep, I was in luck. They 
Holy Prophet and my Lord (Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu 
Aleihay Wasalam) came in my dream sight and said, O'my 
believer! Do not worry! Say the people on the ship to send 
Darood-e-Tanjeena one thousand times. After this I rose up 
from the sleep. I brought the people together and said O’ my 
it is no need to worry. All of you send this Darood on Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam . We had yet 
repeated 300 times, the storm stopped and the surface of the 
sea remained normal after a while and we reach our 
destination safely. 

Honourable Allama Shamasud din Sakhawi Rehmat 
Ullah Aleihytold that Hazrat Hasan bin Ali Aswani (Razi 
Allah Anhu) said one who is in some struggle or in trouble or 
in misery, should send this Darood on Hazrat Muhammad 
Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam with all hearted by Almighty 
Allah will remove his difficulty. (Al-Qaulul-Badeeh). 

If any one will send this Darood on Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam (facing Qiblah) 
three hundred times daily with complete devotion. Almighty 
Allah will solve his most difficult problem. If a person will 
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send this Darood on Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay 
Wasalam ten times daily in the morning and in the evening, 
Almighty Allah will be pleased with him, his troubles will be 
clearedup.

If a 
person is surrounded by diseases and disturbed by having 
treatments, he should send this Darood on Hazrat Muhammad 
Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam.

Syyed Muhammad Afandi Abideen (Razi Allah 
Anhu) has mentioned in his memorandum about Salat-ul- 
Munajiha. And then said, Arif Akbar added the words, Ya 
Arhamur-RahimeenYaAllah (O the most 

merciful and most kind. O' Allah). He, and some other 
sheikhs said that one who send this Darood on Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam to achieve some 
purpose, will succeed. One who send it during plague, Insa- 
Allah will be saved from it. In its acceptance, this Darood is 
swift like lighting. The very big remedy and an antidote. 
(Afzal-us-SalatAla Syyid-us-Sadat). 

If you met with some difficulty, send Darood-e- 
Tunajeena thousand times or at least three hundred times, 
Insha'Allah you will be granted with mercy and the dangers 
and miseries will keep aloof 

Hazrat Data Gunj Bukhsh Ali Hajvairy (Rehmat 
Ullah Aleihy) liked this Darood very much. He said for rapid 
success of aims and wishes, send this Darood on Hazrat 
Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasalam immensely or 
repeat it at least eleven times daily.

“The miser is he in whose presence my name is 
mentioned but he does not invoke blessings upon 
me”. (Bukhari, Nisai, Tirmadi) 

- Hazrat Qatadah (Razi Allah Anhu) stated that Allah's 
Prophet (Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasallam) said: “It is 
very much injustice that in the presence of a man I am 
mentioned but he does not invoke blessings upon 
me”. 

- Hazrat Abu Huraira (Razi Allah Anhu) narrated that 
the mercy for the worlds, Prophet Muhammad (Sail 
Allahu Aleihay Wasallam) said, “Those people who 
sit in gathering but they do not mention Allah in their 
assembly and do not invoke blessings on the 
Messenger of Allah (Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasallam) 
then that assembly becomes a means of loss for them, 
on the Day of Resurrection. Thus if Allah wishes He 
will punish them and if He wishes He will forgive 
them. 

- Hazrat Ka'b bin Ujra (Razi Allah Anhu) reported that 
the Holy Prophet (Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasallam) 
came to the pulpit and ordered us to become close. 
We did so. As he stepped on the first step, he said, 
Aameen. When climbed the second step, he again 
said, Aameen. As he ascended the third step, he said, 
Aameen. When he finished his sermon the 
companions said, “Messenger of Allah! (Sail Allahu 
Aleihay Wasallam) We heard you say Aameen three 
times. We never heard like this before. The Prophet 
(Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasallam) said. When I stepped

Hazrat Ibn-e-Masood (Razi Allah Anhu) also 
reported this Hadith. 

- Hazrat Malik bin Huvairath (Razi Allah Anhu) also 
reported it. 

- Hazrat Anas (Razi Allah Anhu) also narrated this

Allama Ibn-e-Taimiya's student (pupil) Allama Ibn-e-

The companions (Rizwan Ullahey Ajmaeen) of the 
Holy Prophet (Sail Allahu Aleihay Wasallam) have great 
dignity and respect. Our millions prostrations could not be 
equal to their one prostration. Now a days, a Muslim can be 
called Haji, after performing Hajj. After learning the Holy 
Qur'an by heart, he may be called Hafiz. He can be named 
'Namazi' (the man who prays), after saying his prayers 
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regularly. But no one can get the honour to be Sahabi 
(Companion of the Holy Prophet (Sail Allahu Aleihay 
Wasallam). Those who were Companions (Rizwan Ullahey 
Ajmaeen), those favourite people used to send 




even in the presence of the Holy Prophet (Sail Allahu Aleihay

Darood is also sent in funeral prayers, rather sent in 
standing position the people who hate the those people who 
send Darood in standing position and say it unlawful, should 
think that there is a dead body laying infront of them and they 
perform funeral prayers in standing position, and Darood is 
sent in it in Standing Position.

Qasidah Burdah Shareef is in Arabic Language and it 
is a master piece of the religious verse/poems. 

is written by Hazrat Sharf-ud-Din Mohammad ibne 
Saeed Al-Busairi (Rehmat Ullah Aleihey), Imam Busairi 
(Rehmat Ullah Aleihey), was bom in 1 st Showwal 608 Hijri 
(7th Masreh 1213 A.D) in Dulas (Egypt). 

Imam Busairi (Rehmat Ullah Aleihey), had his early 
education in the traditional religion school of his time. 
Among the tutors of Imam Busairi (Rehmat Ullah Aleihey) 
was the renowned Sufi Abdul Abbas Ahmed A1 Mursi 
(Rehmat Ullah Aleihey) who was a well known inter preter of 
the Holy Qura’n in Alexanderia. (Egypt) 

Imam Busairi (Rehmat Ullah Aleihey) had a thorough 
knowledge of Holly Qur’an and the Traditions, and he soon 
attained the fame of living a religious divine and a renowned 
Traditionist. The reason of this devotional poetry to be said is 
the an attack of this paralysis. Imam Busairi (Rehmat Ullah 
Aleihey) had lost all hopes of recovery, in spite of the best 
available medical treatment. During this phase of 
hopelessness he think why not, pray to Allah Talla through the 
waseela of the Holy Prophet Hazoor Nabi Karim (Sail Allahu 
Aleihey Wasallam) By the Grace of Allah Taala. He turned to 
the Holy Prophet Hazoor Nabi Karim (Sail Allahu Aleihey 
Wasallam) and Composed the Qasidah. 

The Qasidah (the poem) had a miraculous effect. 
Imam Busairi (Rehmat Ullah Aleihey) saw the Holy Prophet 
Hazoor Nabi Karim (Sail Allahi Aleihey Wasallam) in his 
dream, and Karim Aaqa approved the Qasidah. The Holy 
Prophet Hazoor Nabi Karim (Sail Allahi Aleihey Wasallam) 
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spread over the hands on the paralysed body and awarded him 
the sared mantle and Spread it over the poet. 

Imam Busairi (Rehmat Ullah Aleihey) felt that he is 
now ok and healthy, he woke up from his dream, and he found 
himself completely healed of the paralysis and stood up. 

In the morning when Imam Busairi (Rehmat Ullah 
Aleihey) go out of house he met a saint not known to him. The 
Saint (Darwaish) asked the Imam Busairi (Rehmat Ullah 
Aleihey) to repeat that Qasidah in which you have praised the 
Holy Prophet Hazoor Nabi Karim (Sail Allaho Aleihey 
Wasallam). Imam Busairi (Rehmat Ullah Aleihey) asked that 
Saint which Qasidah (poem) you want to listen (as no one 
knew about this Qasidah till that time), the saint (Darwaish) 
said the same Qasidah of last night. 

Then the saint said by Allah last night. I listened you, 
you were reading this Qasidah in the presence of the Holy 
Prophet Hazoor Nabi Karim (Sail Allaho Aleihey Wasallam^ 
After this the life of Imam Busairi (Rehmat Ullah Aleihey) 
entirely changed, he lived in Bait ul Maqadas over a decade, 
he spent some time in Madina tul Munawara also. 

Historians and geographer have given conflicting 
opinion almost the year his demise which range from 681 H ~ 
696 H. But according to the some researches it could be 695 H 
(1303 AD) and he buried in Fustaat (now a part of Cairo) near 
the tomb of Imam Shaafae (Rehmat Ullah Aleihey). 
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Ritualistic Recitation of 
The Qasida Burdah Shareef 

Among all the Islamic devotional poems, eologizing 
the Holy Prophet Nabi Karim, Noor-e-Mujasam Hazrat 
Muhammad (Sail Allahu Aleihey Wasallam), the Qasidah 
Burdah Sharef is held in the highest esteen. Those who desire 
to attain Spiritual benefit, prefer to recite it in its original 
Arabic. 


When a person makes up his mind (have desire to 
recite this poem) to get the benefits fi'om Allah Subhanoho wa 
Taala, he should first give alms to the poor or a feed to the 
hungry people, on a Friday, He should start the recitation on 
Friday and complete it within eight day till the following 
Friday. The person should be physically pure (Pak) and must 
have performed the ablution and preferably sit down in a 
perfumed room, while reciting it slowly slowly. 

Every couplet in which the name “Muhammad” Sail 
Allahu Aleihey Wasallam appears, must be recited thrice and 
the Salutation to the Holy Prophet Hazoor Nabi Karim Rauf 
ur Raheem Hazrat Muhammad Sail Allahu Aleihey Wasallam 
be offered in Arabic.

When the recitation of Qasdidah Burdah Shareef in 
Completed the person should offer “Fateha” for the soul of 
Imam Busairi and in All humility/humbly for all the muslims 
(Umma of Hazoor Nabi Karim Sail Allaho Aleihey 
Wasallam), pray to Allah Taala for forgiveness and the 
remission of his own sins. He should then pray for the grant of 
his own special suit for which he undertook the recitation and 
seak the refuge of Allah Subhanohu wa Taala from all evils. 
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Certain couplet of the Qasidah Burdah Shareef have 
special spiritual significance, as has been borne out by its long 
history. Many mystics, darwaish, and saintly figures, when 
approached by their disciples for the resolution of their 
difficulties and problems, advised them to recite certain 
specific couplets in incantatory tone for warding off the evil 
or acquiring particular benefits. In due course of time, when 
the efficacy of those couplets got established, it become a 
common practice to recite them for one’s specific needs. 
Some of these efficacious couplets, are mentioned below.
